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E ACT CONCERNING THE PLANS FOR 
THE COMING ASSEMBLY .... 


To all the bishops throughout the Church everywhere, greetings to you in the precious name 
of Jesus. As I am receiving many inquiries concerning the next Assembly, as to where it will be 


held, I am putting this notice in the paper. 








First, I want to state positive facts concerning all that has occurred by way of the committee 
appointed during the Assembly, and the vote of the bishops in the early spring on this question. 


The committee met in the Evangel Office early in the year and after thoroughly discussing the 
advisibility as to where the next Assembly should be held, a vote was taken and the committee tied. 
The General Overseer had a right to vote and break the tie but I felt that this would be unfair to 
both sides. The committee finally agreed to leave it to the vote of the bishops. In due time their 
votes came in and the count showed a majority in favor of Cleveland. At that time there was a 
good deal said about whether we should build an auditorium or use the old auditorium and a tent 
for the overflow at night. Nothing definite was decided. After the count of the bishops’ vote on the 
question some of the committee asked that they be dismissed and the General Overseer granted their 


request, which is always in order. 


The teachings of the Church is plain on the question that all committees and standing boards 
shall be appointed while the Assembly is in session. This being the case the Board of Trustees were 
called into council, and after much discussion the General Overseer decided with the majority of 
the trustees to have a bonded contractor give us a bid and also a plan for an auditorium in Cleve- 
land. They also decided to canvass the city to see how much they would donate on the erection of 


an auditorium. The canvassing is now underway. 


Owing to the promise made that no debt would be placed upon the local churches without the 
Assembly may order the erection of an auditorium, or any other debt that might occur, we deem 
that it would be improper to build an auditorium in Cleveland or elsewhere without the General As- 
sembly would so order. We wish to say to all who may be concerned that no definite arrangements 
have been made to build an auditorium in Cleveland, and will not be without the Assembly so 
orders it. And such discussions in state assemblies, district conventions, or local churches, are out 
of order. The Assembly is the highest authority and I here now again pledge my word to the entire 
Church that no debt will be placed upon the loca] churches without so ordered by the Assembly. 


In face of these facts I am now again appealing to the bishops FOR A FINAL DECISION IN 
THIS MATTER. Here are the facts: We can tear out the petitions and rearrange the old auditor- 
ium, use a tent for the overflow and have our Assembly in Cleveland this fall, or we can go back 
to Chattanooga and rent the auditorium for the next Assembly.

The 
teaching referred to is 
that which relates to 
the church as the bouy 
of Christ, showing the 
true status of each 
member in the body. 
The church and body of Christ as re- 
ferred to in the New Testament, are 


synonymous terms and must be _inter- 
changeable in their meaning, inasmuch 
as the Bible positively states that the 
church is His (Christ’s) body. Col. 1: 


18, 24; Eph. 1:22, 23. 

The church is referred to in scripture 
as a body and also as a building, there~ 
fore, it is twofold in its appearance. Just 
as the gospel is twofold in its purpose, 
so is the church twofold in its aspect. 
If we fail to see the church in its two- 
fold aspect, our vision of it will not be 
clear, and if the vision is not clear, the 
understanding will not be correct. An 
obscure vision is probably the reason for 
so many theories being advanced con- 
cerning this subject. 

The church presented as a building re- 
veals the outward, material aspect and 
proves it to be an organization of parts 
fitly framed together for an habitation 
of God thru the Spirit. Eph. 2:19-22. 
No one has a clear vision of the church 
unless they see its visible, organized and 
material phase. This is the active, work- 
ing aspect of the church organized to 
carry on the work of Christ till He 
comes to present it to Himself. The 
church as a body reveals its life, power, 
and authority, and proves it to be an 
organism, or an organized living beinj;. 

An organism is a being that has life 
within itself and is organized to function 
according to the life and power within. 
The church is both an organization and 
an organism and is obvious as a body or 
a building. Failure to visualize the 
Church of God in these two aspects will 
promote error in understanding and lay 
the foundation for erroneous teaching on 
this important subject. We must regard 
the church as an organization of mem- 
bers framed together for the purpose of 
carrying on Christ’s work till He comes, 
for He gave this commission when He 
said, “Occupy till I come.” We must al- 
so regard the church as a body of mem- 
bers joined together and compacted for 
the purpose of making increase of itself. 
Referring to the church as a building, 
the Bible declares that the members are 
“fitly framed together,” Eph. 2:21. Re- 
ferring to the church as a body, the 
same Bible and the same writer declares 
that the members are ‘“‘fitly joined to- 


‘Now ye are the body of Christ, and members in particular,” a in 


1 Cor. 12:27 


gether. Ephesians 4:16. The word 
“framed” and the word “joined” used in 
the two scripture references above, were 
taken from the same Greek word, 
“sunapollumi,” which is defined as fol- 
lows: “jointed together, organized com- 
pactly.”” (See Greek Dictionary of the 
New Testament.) Since the words 
“framed” and “joined” are synonymous, 
and relate to the process by which we 
are made members of the church, it is 
conclusive evidence that we become 
members of the church as the body of 
Christ, in the same manner we become 
members of the church as a building or 
organization. 

The Bible does not divide the church 
into two separate bodies, one a spiritual 
and the other a material body; but to 
the opposite, it makes the church one 
body with many members joined  to- 
gether by one process. The organization 
and the organism is the same, and there 
is only one rule of development and one 
method by which we become members. 
Then, we are a member of the Church of 
God if we are a member of the body of 
Christ, and that by the same process. 

“Now ye are the body of Christ and 
members in particular.” The word ‘‘now’ 
is defined as follows: “things being so; 
in such circumstances.” This makes it 
necessary for us to look to the context 
for a correct interpretation of the text. 
In the verses preceding the text, the 
writer shows that the body is one and 
hath many members. He also shows tha: 
God set every one of the members in the 
body according to His own pleasure and 
that He so arranged the status of each 
member that there should be no division. 
One member can no more say to another, 
“I have no need of thee,” than the head 
of the human body can say to the feet, 
“IT have no need of thee.” The context 
also shows that God “hath tempered the 
body together.” The word “tempered” 
comes from the Greek word “sugkeran- 
numi,” which is defined as follows: “vo 
comingle; to combine or assimilate. God 
comingled, combined and assimilated the 
body together, “that there should be no 
schism (division) in the body; but that 
the members should have the same care 
one for the other. 

“Now (“things being so,”—God hav- 
ing set the members in the body and 
tempered it together,) ye are the body of 


the church for it states 
that the members were 
church. 

“And God set some in 

the church, first apos- 

tles, secondarily pro- 
phets, thirdly teachers,” etc. This shows 
the status of the members as it pleased 
God, and altho the body is one, it has 
many members, but all members have 
not the same office, neither the gifts. 
Rom. 12:4-8. Let us remember that the 
church as a body is an organism having 
life, power, and authority. This life and 
power is the gift of God to the church 
thru the Spirit, therefore, the outward 
manifestations of the church’s activity 
must be prompted by the spirit of life 
within. The outward manifested life is 
caused by secret force within. The tow- 
ering oak with its huge trunk, spacious 
branches and manifested foliage owes all 
its outward manifestations to the secret 
force locked within the tiny acorn, from 
which the oak got its origin and lite. 
So is the outward, visible manifestation 
of the church as an organization, de- 
pendent upon the secret, invisible power 
of the Spirit within it as the body of 
Christ. This being true, the members 
cannot act independent of each other, 
for being many they constitute one 
body, “and every one members one of 
another.” Rom. 12:4,5. 

Let us remember that the life is spir- 
itual and is vested in the church as an 
organism and not as an organization. If 
the life of the church merely consisted 
in it being an organization, every or- 
ganization could be the Church of God 
and the “body of Christ”’ would be di- 
vided into many parts. Organization 
does not constitute spiritual life; there- 
fore, the church is not only an organiza- 
tion but an organism as well, and is 
therefore the “body of Christ.” As the 
body without breath is dead, so is the 
church without the Spirit of Christ, 
therefore, to be the Church of God as ain 
organization the life of Christ must 
dwell with and permeate the organiza- 
tion. Christ gave Himself for the church 
and He is its only source of life. All the 
outward manifestations of the church 
must be from the life of Christ within 
or it can be said of it today, “Thou hast 
a name that thou livest and art dead,” 
as was said of the church in the Sardis 
period. All the members being set in the 
church as it pleased God and He having 
tempered them together, the Church of 
God is therefore the living, powerful, 
constitutional and authoritative body of

ARCHEOLOGICAL FIND 


Sunday School Times reports thru Dr. 
James L. Kelso, professor of Semities and 
Biblical Archeologic at Pittsburg-Exenia 
Theological Seminary: “The find of 
about a dozen Hebrew Tablets at Tel- 
Adduweir Palestine by a British Archeo- 
logical expedition headed by J. L. Star- 
key. Tel-Adduweir is the modern name 
of ancient Lachish. The tablets weve 
made of a writing made with ink upoa 
a piece of broken pottery. These were 
sufficiently legible to preserve the text 
in a good state. They are supposed to 
have been written about 600 B. C., the 
longest Hebrew text we have in the 
script of that period.” 

This same city of Lachish has also 
yielded a stamped jar handle ‘which bears 
the name of Gedaliah. He is doubtless 
that Gedaliah whom the Babylonians ap- 
pointed king over Judah after their de- 
struction of Jerusalem in 586 B. C. 
‘And as for the people that were left in 
the land of Judah, whom Nebuchadnez- 
zar king of Babylon had left, even over 
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them he made Gedaliah the son of Ahi- 
kam, the son of Shaphan, governor.” 2

COLLEGES EFFECT FAITH OF 
STUDENTS 

Do young people from Christian 
homes lose their faith in college and 
university today? Let Dr. James H. 
Leuba, Professor of Psychology at Bryn 
Mawr College, reply. In an article in the 
August, 1934, issue of Harper’s he shows 
that in a certain American college “‘of 
high rank and moderate size,” 31% 
of the freshmen believed in a prayer- 
answering God. By the senior year this 
number had declined to 20 per cent. In 
another college, “definitely radical in its 
leaning,” 20 per cent of the freshmen be- 
lieved in a prayer-answering God, while 
in the senior year in that college the 
number had dwindled to 5 per cent.— 
Revelation.”

RUSSIA 

Mrs. Dilling in the “Red Network” 
states: ““A hospital we visited bragged of 
forty abortions performed that morning 
and an “educational” movie viewed by a 
friend showed pictorially, to a mixed 
audience, old and new abortion methods 
and the benefits of the latter. 

While visiting a “model” institution 
for children at the Tsar’s old summer 
palace at Tsarskoye Selo, we photo- 
graphed the little tots naked from the 
waist up, running around in our party. 
Some not over six years old had learned 
enough English to beg, “Gimme a cig- 
arette, gimme a cigarette.” In this, and 
in other respects, our American institu- 
tions for six-year-olds are unlike the 
“model” products of the Russian Revolu- 
tion. Concerning the Russian conditions, 
the U. S. Fish repore on Communism 
says: “Documents and _ books presented 
to the committee indicate that the most 
terrible kinds of vice are encouraged 
among young school children in order to 
break down their family influence which 
is the foundation of all religion.” Siem~ 
ashko, Soviet Commissar of Health, con-~ 
fessed at one time that venereal diseases 
“had reached the proportions of a terri- 
ble plague.” 

My friends Mr. and Mrs. Geo. Cretors 
have returned from Russia, where he, an 
American engineer, was in charge otf 
475 acres as agricultural expert for the 
Soviet government. They tell of the 
openly free sex relations among the 700 
children between the ages of eleven and 
seventeen in the “model” co-operative 
children’s institutions on this project, 
and of indecent practices taught in the 
school there by a Soviet official from 
Moscow, and of the long line of these 
children who waited in the line to be 
treated for social disease when a doctor

The old city stood surrounded by the 
Turkish walls which were built in 1542. 
Between the city and the mount ot 
Olives lies the valley of the Kidron. To 
the south, extending around the west as 
far as Jaffa Gate, is the Valley of Hin- 
nom, Directly west of the city is the hill 
Gareb. (Incidentally, the Arabic word 
for “west” is “gharb.”) To the north- 
west is the hill Goath. On the north ies 
the Valley of Tombs which Jeremiah 
calls ‘“‘the valley of the dead bodies.” At 
the head of the valley was a great ash 
heap composed of the ashes from temple 
sacrifices deposited during hundreds of 
years of Jewish history, and _ recentiy 
cleared away. The valley of the Kidron 
lies between the city and the mount of 
Olives, but the brook takes it rise in the 
val'ey of the tombs near the old ash 
heap. In Old Testament times the south 
wall of the city extended to the edge of 
the Valley of Hinnom, thus including 
Mr. Zion which is still a plowed field in 
fulfillment of prophecy. Northward the 
city reached only to the Tower of Han- 
anel in the northwest corner of the 
temple area. 


Following the scripture quoted from 
Jer. 31:35-37, which assures us of the 
fact that Israel shall not cease as a na- 
tion after he: second regathering, we 
have these remarkable words: “Behold 
the day cometh, saith the Lord, that the 
city shall be built to the Lord from the 
tower of Hananel unto the gate of the 
corner. And the measuring line shall go 
out further straight onward to the hiil 
Gareb, and shall turn about unto Goath. 
And the who'e valley of the dead bodies 
and of the ashes, and all the fields unto 
the brook Kidron, unto the corner of 
the horse gate toward the east, shall be 
holy unto the Lord: it shall not be 
plucked up, nor torn down any more 
for ever,” Jer. 31:38-40. 

Could anything fit more specifically 
the details of the prophecy than the com- 
paring scriptures? The line of prophecy 
and the line of building are the same. 
Could anything more accurately demon- 
strate the possibility of a literal fulfill- 
meat of these prophecies relating to the 
conditions in Jerusalem and the _ sur- 
rounding territory? When the Lord

landmarks. The context of Jeremiah’s 
prophecy reveals wonderful conditions 


not yet realized in Jerusalem and its peo- 
ple; but the present correspondence be- 
tween the prophecy and city’s boundary 
to the north and west, is a gleam of 
light pointing us to the glorious millen- 
nial day. 

How could Jeremiah foretell these 
facts with accuracy? Did he speak with 
unaided human wisdom? In Old Testa- 
ment times Jerusalem extended south- 
ward to the edge of the Valley of Hin- 
nom, which was its natural boundary. 
Defense was an important consideration 
in those troublesome times. An adequate 
supply of water was a'so essential. Any 
man-made predictions would certainty 
have pointed to the rebuilding southward 
to the valley where not only was natural 
protection afforded but where also are 
found the only two water springs which 
Jcrusalem possesses—the Pool of Siloam 
and the Virgin’s Fount. Even so late as 
seventy years ago when the Germans 
buile the colony near Jerusalem, they 
chose its location southwest of the city. 

From a standpoint of water suppry 
and natural protection, it seems that the 
prophecies would have pointed to build- 
ing of an addition to the city in these 
directions, but we are sure that the pro- 
phet was directed by the Lord. It has 
been puzzling to some minds as to how 
these prophets could know these things 
so many thousand years before they ac- 
tually tock place. A Sunday School quar- 
terly from the publishing house of a 
large denomination informs its readers 
that the Book of Daniel could not have 
been written by the Daniel who lived 
more than 500 years before Christ, be- 
cause so many of the events mentioned 
had not then occurred. A date consider- 
ably less than 200 years before Christ is 
given as more believable. The kindest 
thing that might be said of this un- 
scientific statement, is that for the mo- 
ment its author had forgotten that the 
Book of Daniel, along with the rest of 
the Old Testament, had been translated 
into Greek 200 years before Christ. 

What of Jeremiah? Did he write the 
thirty-first chapter of his book after the 
occurrence of the events which he de- 
scribes? If so,: “he must have written 


the prophecy above, perhaps even more remark- 
able to contemplate, is the final clause which 


says: “It shall not be plucked up nor 
torn down any more forever.” During 
the last 3,000 years Jerusalem has sut- 
fered more destruction than any city in 
the world. Since David’s time the city 
has been subject to forty-six sieges, sev- 
enteen of which have resulted in utter 
destruction and the levelling of Jerusa- 
lem to the ground. 

As already shown, the new section of 
the city on the northwest was built ex- 
actly as Jeremiah had predicted it should 
be. The developments described were 
completed immediately prior to the 
greatest war of history, when the world 
suffered more destruction than in any 
other previous conflict. Altho Jerusalem 
was one of the centers of fighting, and 
there were heavy casualties elsewhere in 
the land, yet the city was preserved from 
destruction—a foregleam of the won- 
derful future preservation prophesied py 
Jeremiah. 

Palestine was then in possession of the 
Turks. The British were advancing from 
Egypt on the southwest, determined 
upon the capture of Jerusalem. The 
Turks, viewing their enemy’s advance, 
vowed they would not surrender their 
sacred city to the British. Instead they 
were determined to destroy it themseives 
if necessary. Their p!an was to place can- 
non on the mount of Olives, shell the 
city, and flee northward by the Damas- 
cus road to Turkey. Yet God _ had 
promised that it should not be destroyed. 
What was the outcome? 

One day as a Turkish lorry was going 
northward on the Damascus road a shell 
fell directly in front of it, coming from 
a high hill three or four miles northwes: 
of the city. The Turks then realized 
that a contingent of British troops had 
succeeded in safely reaching this com- 
manding elevation northwest of Jerusa- 
lem, thus cutting off the contemplated 
escape to the north. Since all hope of es- 
cape had vanished, the Turks sent out a 
commission to surrender to the British. 

So easy a victory had scarcely been 
hoped for. General Allenby had cabled 


King George for instructions in the 


- event that destruction of the city seemed 


necessary in order to insure capture. In 

reply his majesty requested the general 

to pray about the matter and do as he

THE BOOK OF ACTS 


The apostles moved about the witness 
and task of evangelism within the state 
of fact. Their ministry was one contin- 
uous manifestation of the supernatural. 
The Book of Acts which records their 
ministry, is itself labeled as recording a 
ministry of “‘acts.” 

In Heb. 2:3, 4 the question is asked 
“How shall we escape, if we neglect so 
great salvation; which at the first, began 
to be spoken by the Lord, and was con- 
firmed unto us by them that heard him; 
God also bearing them witness, both 
with signs and wonders, and divers mira- 
cles, and gifts of the Holy Ghost, ac- 
cording to his own will?” The same 
question confronts the world today; i. c., 
how shall we escape the judgments of 
God after there has been given reasona- 
ble proof and evidence of the superna- 
tural. It was the office of the Holy 
Ghost to reprove the world of sin, Jno. 
16:8. The tremendous drift toward 
atheism is caused by a lack of manifes- 
tation of the Holy Spirit, that reproves 
and convicts men of their wrong doings.

The first act as recorded in the Book 
of Acts, was the fulfillment of the 
promise made by our Lord unto His 


waiting disciples. The church by _ this 
act was divinely equipped and endued 
for service. “And when the day of 


Pentecost was fully come, they were all 
with one accord in one place. And sud- 
denly there came a sound from heaven 
as of a rushing mighty wind, and it filled 
all the house where they were sitting. 
And there appeared unto them cloven 
tongues like as of fire, and it sat upon 
each of them. And they were all filled 
with the Holy Ghost, and began to speak 
with other tongues, as the spirit gave 
them utterance,” Acts 2:1-4. The en 
duement of power here received, the ut- 
terance here given, and the divine unity 
here wrought by the outpoured Spirit, 
soon set Jerusalem aflame with the fires 
of world-wide evangelism attested by 
the supernatural. 
RESULTS 

After criticism, mockery and differ- 
ent explanations and alibies, it remained 
that the Holy Spirit had done its work; 
those who heard “‘were pricked in the

heart,” and said unto Peter and to the 
rest of the apostles, Men and brethren 
what shall we do? Then Peter said unto 
them, Repent, and be baptized every onc 
of ycu in the name of Jesus Christ for 
the remission of sins, and ye shall re- 
ceive the gift of the Holy Ghost. Then 
they that gladly received his word were 
baptized: and the same day there were 
added unto them about three thousand 
souls.” If we are to have results today, 
in pastoral and evangelistic effort, i 
will come alone as God works with us. 
The world outwardly is little different 
now from what it was in _ apostolic 
times, so far as sinfulness is concerned. 
Atheism appears only so long as there is 
lack of persuasive argument and an ab- 
sence of the Holy Spirit to convict men 
of their sins, however, when he is pres- 
ent there will be tangible evidences, that 
testify of the divine in “signs and won- 
ders.” “And fear came upon every soul: 
and many wonders and signs were done 
by the hands of the apostles,” v. 43. 
Think of “fear upon every soul,” caused 
by the presence of God working within 
the midst of His people. God’s hand is 
not now shortened, that it cannot save; 
nor is his ear heavy that it cannot hear; 
but men’s sins have separated between 
them and God. The only way that divine 
contact can.now be made _ is by the 
workings of the Holy Ghost. 


ACT 2 


“Now Peter and John went up tw- 
gether into the temple at the hour of 
prayer, being the ninth hour. And a cer- 
tain man lame from his mother’s womb 
was carried, whom they laid daily at the 
gate of the temple which is called bea- 
tiful, to ask alms of them that entered 
into the temple; who seeing Peter and 
John about to go into the temple asked 
alms, and Peter, fastening his eyes upon 
him with John, said, Look on us. And 
he gave heed unto them, expecting to re- 
ceive something of them. Then Pete: 
said, Silver and gold have I none; but 
such as I have give I thee: in the name 
of Jesus Christ of Nazareth rise up and 
walk. And he took him by the right hand 
and lifted him up: and immediately his 
feet and ankle bones received strength. 
And he leaping up stood, and walked, 
and entered with them into the temple, 
walking, and leaping, and praising God: 
And they knew that it was he which sat 


with wonder and amazement at that 
which had happened unto him. And 
as the lame man which was healed 
held Peter and John, all the people 
ran together unto them in the porch 
that is called Solomon’s, greatly won- 
dering,” Acts 3:1-11. People are no 
less skeptical today, than at that time; 
they are still ready and willing to accept 
fact. This brought on some persecution, 
and they laid hands on them, and _ put 
them in hold unto the next day. Acts 
4:3. “Howbeit many of them’ which 
heard the word believed; and the num- 
ber of the men was about five thousand.” 
When evidence of the gospel testifies un- 
to the truthfulness of it, men will ac- 
cept it as such. The only way for Christ 
to be revealed unto the world is through 
the church. Atheism and infidelity are 
the result of Christ being deposed from 
His rightful place within the church. 


ACT 3 


“But a certain man named Ananias, 
with Sapphira his wife, sold a possession, 
and kept back part of the price, his 
wife also being privy to it, and brought 
a certain part, and laid it at the apostles’ 
feet. But Peter said, Ananias, why hath 
Satan fi.led thine heart to lie to the Holy 
Ghost, and to keep back part of the 
price of the land? Whiles it remained, 
was it not thine own? and after it was 
sold, was it not in thine own power? 
why hast thou conceived this thing in 
thine heart? thou hast not lied unto 
men, but unto God. And Ananias hear- 
ing these words fell down, and gave up 
the ghost: and great fear came upon 
them that heard these things.’’ Acts 5: 
1-5. 


Great fear here follows the remarkable 
wisdom displayed by Peter in handling 
the cast of Ananias, as was the result of 
the outpoured Spirit at Pentecost. When 
ministerial action takes on the nature of 
fact, and that above the accomplish- 
ment of men; those who witness such 
scenes must conclude but one thing, and 
that it is God. Not only did “great fear 
come upon the people” but “great fear 
came upon the church, and upon as 
many as heard these things,” v. 11. The 
formality of Christianity is responsible 
for its failure. 


ACT 4 
“And by the hands of the apostles 
were many signs and wonders wrought 
among the people,” v. 12. “And be- 
lievers were the more added unto the 


Lord, multitudes both of men and wom- 
en. Insomuch that they brought forth 
the sick into the streets, and laid them 
on beds and couches, that at the ledst 
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the shadow of Peter passing by might 
evershadow some of them. There came 
also a multitude out of the cities round 
about unto Jerusalem, bringing sick folks 
and them which were vexed with un- 
clean spirits: and they were healed every 
one,” Acts 5:14-16. And on, and on, 
went this mighty revival of power; “the 
Lord working with them, and confirm- 
ing the word with signs  fellowing,’”” 
everywhere the gospel was _ preached, 
Mk. 16:20. 
AT $ 


By this time the number of disciptes 
was called a multitude. Acts 6:2. It was 
necessary that certain offices be insti- 
tuted to afford proper care for certain 
delinquencies among the poor. This was 
done in divine order and by prayer; the 
Word of God increased; and the numbe: 
of disciples multiplied in Jerusatem 
greatly; and a great company of priests 
were obedient to the faith. “And Stephen 
full of faith and power, did great won- 
ders and miracles among the people,” 
Acts 6:7, 8. Just so long as God led His 
people, for that period of time was His 
power and approval upon them. The 
church is God’s divinely appointed agen- 
cy to assist in the redemption of man- 
kind, but it must have power, which will 
come by prayer and supplication. Luke 
24:49; Acts 6:4. 


ACT 6 


“Then Philip went down tc the city 
of Samaria and preached Christ unto 
them. And the people with one accord 
gave heed unto those things which Philip 
spake, hearing and seeing the miracles 
which he did. For unclean spirits, cry- 
ing with a loud voice, came out of 
many that were possessed with them: 
and many taken with palsies, and that 
were lame, were healed. And there was 
great joy in that city,” Acts 8:5-8. They 
gave heed unto those things which Phiiip 
spake, as they were convinced, by hear- 
ing and seeing the miracles which he did. 
Human nature has not changed, nor is it 
void of proper conception, wnen there is 
no other source to which it can be 
attributed. but unto God. 


ACT 7 

“And there sat a certain man at Ly:- 
tra, impotent in his feet, being a cripple 
from his mother’s womb, who never had 
walked; the same heard Paul speak: who 
steadfastly beholding him, and perceiv- 
ing that he had faith to be healed, said 
with a loud voice, Stand upright on thy 
feet. And he leaped and walked.’ Nex: 
the people were exclaiming that Paul 
and Barnabas were gods. They would 
have sacrificed unto them had they nv: 
with great effort been prohibited. 


ACT 8 


“And it came to pass, as we went to 
prayer, a certain damsel possessed with a 
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spirit of divination met us, which 
brought her masters much gain by sooth- 
saying: the same followed Paul and us, 
and cried, saying, These men are the 
servants of the most high God, which 
shew unto us the way of salvation. And 
this did she many days. But Paul, being 
grieved, turned and said to the spirit, 
I command thee in the name of Jesus 
Christ to come out of her. And he came 
out the same hour.” This landed Paul 
and Silas in jail. “And at midnight Paul 
and Silas prayed, and sang unto God: 
and the prisoners heard them. And sud- 
denly there was an earthquake so that 
the foundations of the prison were 
shaken: and immediately ll the doors 
were opened, and every one’s bonds were 
loosed.”” When the jailer discovered this 
he would have killed himself. But Paul 
cried with a loud voice, saying, “Do thy- 
se'f no harm: for we are all here. Then 
he cal'ed for a light and sprang in, and 
came trembling, and fell down before 
Paul and Silas. And brought them out, 
and said, Sirs, what must I do to be 
saved,” Acts 16:16-30. 

Men will inquire the way of salvation, 
when properly convicted of their sins, 
by the Holy Spirit giving evidence of 
divine retribution. The church needs a 
new vision and fresh anointing of the 
Holy Ghost as at the beginning. The 
gospel must be preached with a definite 
aim, as well as knowledge of the divine 


purpose,

Paul was later brought before kings 
and rulers, under charges. “And as he 
reasoned of righteousness, temperance 
and judgment to come, Felix trembled 
and answered, Go thy way for this time; 
when I have a convenient season I will 
call for thee.” While making his defence 
before King Agrippa, he cried, “King 
Agrippa, believest thou the prophets? | 
know that thou believest. Then Agrippa 
said unto Paul, Almost thou persuadest 
me to be a christian.” Acts 26:27-28 

We are warned: ‘“‘Preach the word; be 
instant in season, and out of season; re- 
prove, rebuke, exhort with all longsut- 
fering and doctrine. For the time will 
come when they will not endure sound 
doctrine; but after their own lusts shall 
they heap to themselves teachers, having 
itching ears; and shall turn away their 
ears from the truth, and shall be turned 
unto fables. But watch thou in all 
things, endure afflictions, do the work 
of an evangelist, make full proof of thy 
ministry,” 2 Tim. 4:2-5. We must take 
the offensive and put forth an aggres- 
sive fight in evangelism, as well as a 


tremendous defensive fight in pastoral 
effort. However, we must remember 
that the greatest defensive, is to main- 


ta’n a constant evangelistic effort with- 
in our churches.-The Lord added unto

praise the dear Lord for what He 

means to me and the way He blesses 
me. To you who have the privilege of 
worship at the church every Sunday, you 
just cannot realize what the Evangel 
means to the ones cut off from the 
church. 

Ten years ago we left Monroe, La., to 
come back to southern Ohio to witness 
for Christ and the Church. I had longed 
all my life to know what the Holy 
Ghost was and no one had ever been able 
to tell me or at least satisfy me. In con-~ 
versation with a neighbor she said to me, 
“When I was baptized with the Holy 
Ghost and spoke in tongues.” Instantly 
I said, “What do you mean?” She replied, 
“Don’t you know?” “No, tell me.” She 
did. Immediately I wanted to know if 
the Bible said so and for her to tell me 
where it was. She couldn’t read or write 
but told me to search the Bible for my- 
self. 


I did, and for days and days I read. I, 
who had been a church member nearly 
all my life, taught Sunday School, 
worked in the church in various ways, 
lived close within the church, and had 
never found or read that before, but the 
longing to know what the Holy Ghost 
really was grew within me. I be- 
lieved it was something we had to have 
and that my friends around me didn’t 
have Him. God has promised to give us 
the desires of our heart. Had I not asked 
learned, well educated men, preachers 
high in Bible learning? And God sent a 
woman from the very humblest walks 
of life, who couldn’t read or write, to 
tel me about the precious Holy Ghost. 

My family stood high in the social 
world and had not wished me to be too 
friendly with those common folks, but 
such a longing to know God had taken 
hold on me that in spite of their wishes, 
after dark when the danger of awy one 
seeing me was past, I slipped up the 
street into a home where just three or 
four were having a prayer meeting. 
While there a sister in prayer spoke in 
tongues. At the same time I think my 
Father must have poured all the convic- 
tion of heaven on me. Oh, the despair of 
that hour when God showed the proud, 
formal church member that she was 
lost. I cannot tell the awful struggle 
that went on in my soul, The last thing 
to give up was caring what my friends 
in the social world thought, but I gave 
up all and the precious Holy Ghost that 
I had wondered about for years came in. 
Oh, the sweetness of that hour! 

Like the testimony of a preacher and 
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wife a few weeks ago, man did not teach 
it to me, but I searched the Word and 
found it for myself. I also found divine 
healing in the same book. 


One morning a few weeks later, while 
reading my Bible a man knocked at the 
door. Answering, I thought, oh, only an 
agent. He was selling dry goods for his 
store. As he was about to leave he said, 
‘“That’s a mighty good Book you’re read- 
ing this morning.” “Yes, since I re- 
ceived the Holy Ghost it is to me.” 
“Oh, do you have the Baptism?” It 
turned out to be none other than Her- 
bert Walker, now of the Bible Training 
School. He with Brother Robinson came 
down and started Sunday School at our 
home. I thought I had all, But Brother 
Walker carefully and cautiously dropped 
2 grain of seed now and then about The 
Church of God and led us right into the 
light on The Church of God, and that’s 
how the Church came to Monroe, La. 


We gave up one hundred dollars a 
month to come back to Southern Ohio 
to witness. Oh the change from one hun- 
dred a month to nothing. My husband 
farms, no farming unless we raise tobac- 
co which we couldn’t do. I worked 
wherever I could in M. E. churches any- 
where and in the ten years I have seen 
but one brother and sister of The 
Church of God. Oh, the joy of seeing 
them. All the churches are too far for us 
to go to and we have no way to go, but 
dear brothers and sisters of Ohio, I am 
stil here in Highland county, Ohio, liv- 
ing the life, teaching The Church of 
God. I had a wonderful work started in 
a church but the pastor turned me out, 
“no tongues please.” But we have the 
confidence of the people. The preachers 
of other churches warn the _ people 
so against me that it makes it slow 
work. They don’t want the tongues doc- 
trine, but it’s coming. They have noth- 
ing against me only my Holy Ghost. 

God has blessed, but, oh, the lonely 
feeling to be away from the Church, but 
I have been so busy. You saints who 
write in the Evangel that you can’t go to 
a Church of God, asking them to send 
some one, did you ever stop to think 
that you could do something yourself? 
One summer I had Sunday School in an 
abandoned schoolhouse. I walked four 
mi'es thru the woods Sunday morning 
and night, sowed the seed, and this sum- 
mer the folks around are fixing up a 
place one mile away and want me to su- 
perintend the Sunday School. Yes, I'll 
help under one condition, that I can 
teach a full gospel. Even if you can’t 
get a Church of God started at first, if 
you will do some honest to goodness liv- 
ing, watch every chance to witness, sow 
the seed, a reaping time will come. Many 
don’t want to sow, they like to reap. 
Don’t get discouraged because you only 
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have two or three saints who have the 
blessing. It was in the small prayer 
meeting that my life was changed. To- 
day they have a prosperous church there. 
Yes, the persecutions are fierce some- 
times but His grace is greater. 

I have so much to do. Yes, I know. I 
am a mother of six children, my father 
eighty-seven years old to care for, my 
husband’s father, eighty-four years old 
we cared for thru his sickness and 
death. What you do, wherever you are 
living, with the church or away, de- 
pends on how much you love your Sav- 
ior. Love always finds a way. 

To the saints in Louisiana and Ohio, ] 
am still faithful and true to God and 
Church, living and hoping that God 
will send a reaper to gather the harvest 
from the seed we have tried to sow in 
His name.—Mrs. Dottie Reed, Route §&, 
Hillsboro, Ohio.

and a nurse came there for that purpose. 

“All of the churches our guides took 
us to visit had been converted into antt- 
religious museums. Life-size manikins are 
dressed up in church robes and the most 
revolting interpretations of religious 
subjects are portrayed by them and by 
colored cartoons tacked up on large bul- 
letin boards so that the crowds of young 


workers who are taken thru. may see 
them and have explained to them by 
Soviet guides how ridiculous _ religious 


faith is. This most exquisite church of 
all, the Church of the Redeemer in Mos- 
cow, was then about to be dynamited to 
make way for a “Palace of the Soviets.” 
I have seen movies of nude bathing in 
the river taken in the heart of Moscow, 
men and women together, with the 
Church of the Redeemer in the back- 
ground. Beautiful St. Isaac’s Cathedral 
in Leningrad, then an anti-religious mu- 
seum, is now used as an atheist theatre 
as part of the new five-year plan to close 
all houses of worship by 1937 and to 
eradicate even the thought of God from 
the minds of the people by a militant 
anti-God campaign.”

WHY I DO NOT USE TOBACCO 
S. H. Kooxe 


The use of tobacco is condemned by 
scientific evidence. There is no doubt 
that it interferes with the use of our five 
senses. 

The consumption of cigarettes has 
increased by 3,000 per cent during the 
past twenty-five years, and in a year 
the United States has been known to 
spend $1,350,000,000 in tobacco. The 
effect of this on the health and lives ot 
the people has long been a topic of dis- 
cussion among the medical profession. 

Where did the tobacco habit come 
from? 

Tobacco, a latinized form of the In- 
dian word for pipe, was introduced into 
Europe in the 16th Century by Fran- 
cesco Fernades, a Portuguese physician, 
after it had been brought to France by 
John Nicot, and brought to England by 
Lane and Sir Francis Drake, and popu- 
larized by Sir Walter Raleigh. 

Primitive man did not smoke; with 
the modern man it is more or less of 
a nervous habit, which is time wasting, 
pernicious and expensive. 

From the medical point of view to- 
bacco has for its chief constituent, nico- 
tine, which is a volatile alkaloid, and 
which stimulates all the cells of the 
nervous system, which is followed py 
depression, in fact it could lead to paral- 
ysis if the dose of nicotine be large 
enough. In short, smoking produces 
mental excitement followed by a seda- 
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tive action. 

The power of nicotine to harm life 
is proven to the hilt by the fact that it 
is used so generally by gardeners and 
farmers to kill so many species of para- 
sites, 

Nicotine is in part destroyed by the 
liver, but the greater part is eventually 
excreted from the body after six hours. 
Smaller amounts will be excreted in the 
saliva, sweat and bile, and by the lungs. 
In fact nicotine has been recovered from 
a body three months after death. 

Half of a cigar contains enough nico-~ 
tine, which if injected in the veins, 
would be a fatal dose for a man. 

Excessive smoking leads to heart and 
stomach irregularity and disturbs the 
digestion, shortens the breath, causes 
restlessness, and more rarely causes 1n- 
flammation of the nerves of the eye, and 
loss of memory, as it also causes muscu- 
lar tremors. It interferes with the diges- 
tion of food by delaying the action of 
pepsin and makes irregular the normal 
hunger contractions of the stomach. 

In tobaccos used by the public, there 
is seldom more than 3 per cent nicotine, 
the average being about 2 per cent. 

How does tobacco gain mastery over 
the body? 

The nicotine and other alkaloids vola- 
tilize from the burning tobacco leaf, 
and condense with water vapor between 
puffs, and with the next breath these 
are again volatilized and drawn into the 
mouth, some to be dissolved in the saliva, 
swallowed and absorbed, some to be ab- 
sorbed by the lungs, and some to be ex- 
haled. About 67 per cent of the nicotine 
is held in the body of the smoker who 
does not inhale, and about 90 per cent if 
he does inhale. The smoke also contains 
carbon monoxide, pyridine, cyanides and 
sulpho-cyanides, ammonia, arsenic and 
nitrates. When 20 cigarettes are smoked 
(one-third of which is thrown away), 
and allowing 60 per cent absorption, 
then in one day’s smoking the body will 
absorb at least 18 to 36 milligrams of 
nicotine. 

In non-smokers the CO in the blood 
may be up to 1.5 per cent; whereas ir 
smokers, after 10 to 15 cigarettes, the 
CO saturation will amount to 3 or + 
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per cent. Headaches suffered by heavy 
smokers are thought to be due to the in- 
halation of this CO. Tobacco smoking 
increases the carbon monoxide in the 
blood. 

At Columbia University smokers were 
found to be much inferior to non-smok- 
ers in their studies as well as in other 
college activities. 


I know of an interesting case in 
which a smoker had indulged heavily 
since the tender age of eight. He told 


me that it was so strange to taste foods 
for the first time when he stopped using 
tobacco. Then again; as a little boy Na- 
ture had intended him to be a big strap- 
ping fellow, proven by the fact that 
when he was no longer a slave to this 
habit he put on 25 pounds and changed 
his whole appearance so that his closest 
friends hardly recognized him. 

Nicotine interferes with bodily  fit- 
ness; it has no scientific utility but to 
kill parasites in the plant kingdom, sv 
why should I use tobacco? Name one ad- 
vantage it would give me?—Gospel Her-
